Weather conditions have been favoi- 
able for retail trade, distribution of 
merchandise expanding, while there 
are frequeit reports cf larger jobbing 
fall business than last year.

high prices is reported at the west, 
but this is chiefly confined to textiles. 
Labor disputes decrease, all but one

ravating the already precarious situ- 


ation. This incident, in conjunctioa 
with Bulgaria's pacific declarations, is 
taken tQ be of good qii£u.ry..
